Order,  Express  Money  Order,  Registered  .Letter,  or  Draft 
on  San  Francisco.  Ail  Orders,  Drafts  or  Checks  should 
be  made  payable  to  The  Emporium.  A  personal  check  on 
your  own  local  bank  requires  collection,  and  means  loss 
of  time  before  goods  can  be  shipped.  Postage  Stamps, 
Currency,  or  Coin  are  unsafe  unless  in  registered  letters. 
Stamps  will  be  received  in  limited  quantities  from  parties 
residing  in  towns  where  there  is  no  money  order  office. 

WE  PREFER  that  remittances  be  made  to  us  (when 
possible)  by  Express  Money  Orders.  They  are  absolutely 
safe,  cost  no  more  than  other  methods,  are  more  con- 
venient to  us  and  can  be  obtained  at  any  Express  Com- 
pany's office. 

IN  ORDERING  GOODS  please  observe  the  follow- 
ing: Write  your  name  and  address  plainly.  Preface  Air., 
Mrs.  or  Miss,  as  the  case  may  be,  giving  initials.  Give 
Post  Office,  County  and  State.  Instruct  us  how  to  send: 
By  ordinary  mail,  registered  mail,  express  or  freight.  Men- 
tion the  amount  of  money  inclosed.  Pin  samples  to  letter. 
Make  second  choice  if  possible.  Give  number  of  article 
and  price.  Tell  us  if  we  may  substitute.  Use  Our  Order 
Blanks,  which  are  intended  to  remind  you  of  all  these 
things,  so  essential  to  your  own  interests.  Customers 
ordering  without  samples,  by  stating  the  price  and  style  of 
goods  required,  may  rely  upon  our  sending  the  best  article 
our  immense  stock  affords  at  the  price  given.  Unless 
otherwise  preferred,  the  safest  method  for  our  customers 
is  to  have  goods  forwarded  by  express,  as  all  responsi- 
bilit}'  for  loss  or  damage  is  assumed  by  the  express  com- 
pany. Packages  by  mail  should  be  registered  to  make 
safe  delivery  certain.  Registering  costs  S  cents  per  pack- 
age extra.  Open  mail  rate  on  merchandise  is  one  cent  for 
every  ounce,  or  16  cents  per  pound.  On  books  the  rate  is 
one  cent  for  two  ounces.  Four  pounds  is  the  limit  that  can 
be  sent  by  mail  in  one  package.  Liquids,  etc.,  are  not 
allowed  in  the  mails,  but  can  be  sent  by  express.  Freight 
is  advisable  for  heavy  lots  or  when  there  is  no  special 
hurry  for  the  goods.  When  ordering  goods  sent  by  mail 
be  sure  to  allow  enough  for  post£g2.  Anything  over  will 
be  returned  to  you  with  the  bill.  Please  state  plainly  when 
express  charges  are  to  be  prepaid,  that  your  intentions 
may  not  be  overlooked.  Freight  shipments  to  points 
where  there  is  no  agent  require  prepayment.  We  make 
no  charge  for  packing  packages  or  cartage.  Customers 
living  at  a  distance  from  the  railroad  should  give  us  the 
name  of  the  forwarding  agent  at  the  nearest  station,  or 
designate  a  person  in  whose  care  they  desire  the  goods 
shipped,  and  who  will  see  to  it  that  they  are  promptly 
transferred  and  delivered. 

C.  O.  D.  When  goods  are  ordered  to  be  sent  C.  O.  D. 
(collect  on  delivery)  a  partial  remittance  must  accompany 
the  order.  No  C.  0.  D.  can  be  sent  by  mail,  nor  can  we 
ship  toys  or  bulky  and  heav}r  goods,  etc.,  C.  O.  D.,  unless 
a  sufficient  amount  to  guarantee  express  charges  accom- 
panies the  order.  When  part  payment  is  made  with  order, 
we  arrange,  if  requested,  to  send  by  freight  C.  O.  D.,  by 
shipping  goods  to  our  own  address,  and  collecting  the  bill 
through  Wells  Fargo  &  Co.'s  Express.  C.  O.  D.  ship- 
ments cost  more  than  when  money  is  sent  with  order,  as 
the  Express  Company  charges  you  for  the  return  of  the 
money. 


SUBSTITUTIONS  AND  EXCHANGES.  In  a  stock 
as  varied  as  ours,  it  occasionally  happens  that  a  particular 
number  is  sold  out  and  replaced  by  similar  but  newer 
goods.  In  such  cases  we  substitute  with  the  newest  and 
best  at  the  price  allowed,  unless  specially  instructed  not  to 
do  so.  If  substitution  should  not  prove  satisfactory,  the 
goods  may  be  returned  at  our  expense.  When  sending 
goods  back,  please  write  your  name  and  address  plainly 
on  the  left-hand  corner  of  the  package,  so  that  it  can  be 
readily  identified,  and  send  a  letter  separately  by  mail 
advising  us  of  the  fact.  Always  mention  our  invoice  num- 
ber when  it  is  necessary  to  write  to  us  regarding  any 
shipment  or  any  portion  of  an  order. 

UNSATISFACTORY  GOODS  may  be  returned  and 
exchanged  for  other  goods,  or  we  will  cheerfully  refund 
the  money,  when  they  come  back  in  the  same  condition 
as  shipped,  and  within  a  reasonable  time.  Garments  altered 
to  given  measurements,  or  made  to  order,  cannot  be  ex- 
changed, but  everything  possible  will  be  done  to  insure  a 
perfect  fit  and  to  please. 

WE  RECTIFY  ALL  MISTAKES  as  soon  as  our  atten- 
tion is  called  to  them,  and  shall  deem  it  an  especial  favor 
on  the  part  of  our  patrons  to  be  at  once  notified- when  they 
occur.  We  aim  to  have  our  Mail  Order  system  as  perfect 
as  possible,  but  mistakes  will  sometimes  happen  in  spite 
of  all  precautions.  Before  writing  to  us  we  would  advise 
awaiting  a  bill  with  explanations,  which  we  mail  soon  after 
goods   have  been   shipped.
